Dr. Timothy Carter was born in 
Ward, Mass.

Timothy 
being the oldest of the family weut to 
live witL a man iu Sutton, Mass., who 
was an oil dealer. From what few 
hints I Lave been able to gather re¬ 
specting his youth, be was largely dc 
pendent on his own resources for an 
education, but like most men wl a 
; arc tbns situated, he made the best 
| use of his time in preparing Lim>eif 
for bis future profession. lie studied 
medicine with Dr. James Freeland o' 
Sutton, Mass., and for screral years, 
practi ed medicine with his teacher, 
lie was married to Miss Fanny Fn c- 
land, daughter of Dr. Freeland, July- 
23, 1702. She was born Sept. pib. 
1771, and died in Bethel, Nov. 14, 
1515. Dr. Carter removed to Buthe' 
in [79'J at a time when there were 
ahou' rO families in the town. He

He 
was Selectman in 1801, 20, 21 & 23. 
He was a Justice of the Peace for 
many years, fie was also the Super¬ 
intending School Committee for many 
years ol Lis life and visited llie ficho.ls 
all over the town year after year with¬ 
out a cent of compensation. Prob¬ 
ably he did as much to raise the stand¬ 
ard of our Common Schools as any 
other man I find a little discrepancy 
in the Church Records in regard to 
the time of liis admission into the 
Congregationalist Church. The re¬ 
cords say that he waa admitted Dec. 
3, IS 17, while the same record says 
that he was cbostn Deacon in July of 
the same year. I am inclined to, 
think that he must have united with 
the Chorch in 1816. He held the 
office of deacon till his death. He . 
married June 25th, 1818, for bis sec 1 
ond wife, 31 is* Lydia A. Russell 1 
who was born in Bethel, July 16, 
1790. 

Few men have succeeded ii^ rear¬ 
ing a family of children who have so 
generally arrived to positions ofhonor 
and responsibility aa Dr. Carter. Hia 
eldest son, Lawson, was born in But¬ 
ton, Maas. Nov. 20tb, 1793. Grad¬ 
uated at Dartmouth College in 1816, 
and studied theology in N. Y. City, 
and entered upon the duties of a 
clergyman at Ogdensburg, N. Y., and 
is now Rector of Grace Cbnrcb, in 
Cleveland, Ohio 

Galen, was born in Sutton, Mass., 


June l9tb, 1795, and graduated at 
31 iddlebury College in 1818. Stud¬ 
ied medicine wi b Dr. Stearns, iu New 
York City, and first praefsed medicine 
i ■ 3Iunson 31 ass. For 30 years jast 
he has been a practicing physician in 
New York City. Jauies T. Cartir 
was Lorn, 3Iay !2lh 1797. He was 
n merchant in New York City at the 
lime of bis death in Nov. 1840. 

Timothy J. was born iu Bethel, 
Aug. 19, 1800 He attended the Law 
School at Northampton, Mass., and 
opened an office at Kuuiford, and af 
terwards at Paris, Me He was 
elected Represent alive to Congress in 
1830, and died at Washington, March 
14, 1833. 

Luther C was lorn, in Bethel, 
Feb. 25, 1805. lie bus been a tier 
chant in New York City for.35 years, 
and for many years h« was a Super¬ 
visor of schools in that city, and in 
1859 was elected Representative to 
Congress.
